Speaking of Guatemala, M1. Moss 
said: One of thé most interesting 
sights at this pince is a gigantic 
retief map situated on the ground 
of the ance course. It Ja approxi- 
mately 160 fect square, carefully 
worked out {n every detafl of moun- 
tain, ravine and river, To study it 
is to study a republic about the size 
of North Carolina, with seaports on 
both the Atlantic and the Pacific. 
It shows us why, although Guate- 
nua Hes in‘the tropics, that the 
thermometer in Guatemala city 
stays between 62 and 77 degrees all 
the year round. It shows us the 
volcanos, one of which, In 1918, 
killed 1,000 people nnd did $50,000,- 
000 worth of damage. 

After dealing with other interest 
ing places, Including Antigua, the 
original capital of | Guatemala, 
Salvador and Nicaragua, Mr, Moss 
went on to apeak about Panama, 
He anid: “It took the United 
States ten yeara and cost about 
400,000,000 to build the Panama 
Canal, The United States Govern- 
ment has a hundred years’ lease 
from the Republic of Panama and 
keeps under military contro! a strip 
of Jand about 50 miles long and ten 
miles wide, extending from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, Panama itself 
has no port of entry so the United 
States Government undertakes the 
work of collecting duties and ex- 
amining the baggage of travellers 
entering the Isthmus -~a procedure 
which frequently puzzles Americans 
entering what they properly —pre- 
aume to be American territory. 


Tragi¢ French Failure. 


The French failure to build the 
Canal was tragic, It was due to 
ib engineering difficulties, in- 
cuflidient knowledge of sanitation, 
lack ‘of capital and the corrupt 
use of money’ to hand. Between 
1880 and 1904 they spent $300.009,- 
000 and innumerable lives were lost. 
The pier at Puerto Colombia, said 
Mr. Moss, extends: out to nearly a 
mile—a remarkable — job. This 
place is nbout an her vy. train 
from Baranquilla and the river is 
dredged to make the interior town 
of Baranquilla an open port. 
Salvador now has an outlet for 
her coifee on the Atlentic side via 
Zacapa and Guatemala, th: railroad 
from San Salvador to this city hav- 
ing been opened list December, [t 
proceeds to Puerto Barrios and 
Canin mala. .

In common with all paris of the 
Empirg, Hongkong will to-day mark 
with a spirit of loyalty and thank- 
fulness the 66th birthday of His 
Majesty the King.» The occasion is 
made all. the more notable by the 
happy circumstance that it finds 
His Majesty completely recovered 
from his recent indisposition, which 
was naturally the subject of much 
public concern, During the course 
of his sickness, following on the 
more serious illness of some three 
years ago, Britons In all parts of 
the world joined in a deep and 
sincere Wish that the King might 
be spared to continue his beneficent 
reign. Happily, those prayers have 
been answered and to-day His 
Majesty is onve again xble to take 
up those duties of State which he 
has dischatyed with such signal 
SUCCCES during the twenty-one years 
since he came to the Throne. «It 
was well suid by a commentator, 
on the 2isat anniversary of King 
George’s accession, that the out- 
standing feature’ of hia reign has 
heen that there has been no crror 
a King might make which he has 
not avoided; no good thing a King 
might do that he has not done or 
tried todo. The suggested epitaph 
for King Charles I1 was that “He 
never said a foolish thing, and 
never did au wise one.” Of King 
George, it might be said that dur- 
ing his reign he has never blundered 
in a foolish or ‘imprudent or pro- 
vocative-speech or act. ‘It is be- 
enuse of his ‘reputation with his 
people in this regard: that the basis 
of subjects’ affection is in the trust 
and confidence which they put in 
him, It has for long been taken 
for granted, and as a matter of 
course, that he will do the right 
thing and nevor Iet hla people or 
the Empire. down. ' : 
_It may be hard to understarid 
why so many millions of people who 
bave never seen or heard, the King, 
and who never ‘expect to, should. 
have such a quiet but aincore af- 
fection for him. ' His Majesty, how- 
ever,’ has ‘consistently shown that 
he haa =n strong and deep-rooted 
sympathy for all his people, and it 
is clear that the public expressions 
of this which he makes from ¢ me; 
to time ure ‘genuine and truo; in 
fact, moro deeply and personally so 


| than his words convey. And be- 


cause sympathy is‘somothing which 
cannot be given without. being re- 
ceived, the bonds between the King 
‘and hls people have grown steadily 


stronger with the passing yenrs. 
All those who have corhe into. per- 
aonal touch with His Majesty have! 
the same thing to say of him—that 
ho-has o humanly friendly and 
frank way with him that endears 
him for good to those who have ¢n- 
joyed such contact. When we come 
to consider the formalities and con- 
ventions whieh ‘must always hedge 
Royalty in, .there is something 
rather remarkable in this fact. 
One might suppose that there would 
be a danger of Royal personages 
losing the real “human” feeling; 
yet on the word of those who 
know, King. George has ever and 
everywhers kept “the common 


‘| touch.” 


“A King,” says one writer, “Is 
like the commander of a great army 
or navy. The commander can ofily 
be known personally to a very fow, 
can only be able to make his own 
personality felt amonyst a number 
80 small in proportion to the whole 
as to count little or nothing. But 
a whole army will have confidence 
in one general and none in another, 
will give to onc admiral a whole- 
hearted admiration and affection. 
and to another will give neither. 
Lord Roberts and Lord Nelson are 
the historic examples with us of 
such an affection, It can only be 
founded on the knowledge and ex- 
perience of the-very few, but in 
some mysterious and yet unfailing 
way it sprends and spreads until it 


‘] permentes a whole enormous force: 


and what is more, such feellig’ is 
never wrong, the affection is never 
misplaced, the trust is always well 
and truly earned.” So it is with 
King George. 

Through the stress of the changes 
which have marked the twenty-one 
yenrs of His Manjesty’s reign, the 
Throne has kept its place in the af- 
fection and allegiance of the Bri- 


tish people, whilst other monarchs. 


of less tact and wisdom have “been 
deposed and gone into oblivion. In 
the long weeks, some ‘three years 
ago, when His Majesty lingered in 
the valley of the shadow, sick almost 
unto death, he learned of the de- 
voted attachment of his people not 


only to his Throne, but to his per-. 


son; and to-day he may nssure him. 
self that the emotions which that 
crisis evoked have not diminished, 
but deepened, So, on the occasion 
af another birthday, never more 
fervently und loyally do his people, 
wherever they.may, be, say ‘God

GIRLS’ £1,000,000 SHOES. 


' 'TRAMPING TO WIN TRADE 
FOR BRITAIN. 


Two girls, whose job is to tramp 
12 miles a day through city streete 
and country lanes, are playing -an 
important part in a campaign be- 
gun by a factory in Wafton, Liver- 
pool, to. win a trade (orth £1.000,- 
000 from fvreign markets. 

The ‘girls are testing British- 
made rubber shoes, hundreds of 
thousands of which are to be put 
on the market this year. 


Punctually at nine o'clock in the 

morning the girls report at the fac- 
tory office for duty. . v3 
“ They. don shoes, atraight .from 
the works, and they buckle on. a 
belt to which a pedometer is at- 
tached. . 
. The pedometer responds to the 
series of jogs which walking pro- 
duces and accurately measures the 
miles covered by the wearer. 

At & o’clock in the evening the 
girls return) and hand in_ their 
shoes and their pedometers. Not 
until a pair of shoes has donc.600 
miles is the batch from which it is 
taken passed, 

The girls’ work is part of the 
elaborate organisation built_up at 
the Wallon factory of the Dunlop 
Rubber Company. For months 
1,600 girls and men have been work- 
ing overtime. making shoes out .of 
crude’ rubber _and cotton from, 
Rochdale mills;

ELECTRIFIED. . 


WHY THE COMPANIES 
HESITATE. | 


Some of the problems raised by 
the Weir Report ' recommending 
that all the railways should be 
electrified at a cost of £386,000,000 
wore discussed by Major R. G. C. 
Glyn, a director of the London 
Midland and Scottish Railway on 
Apr. 27. 

“There is no doubt,” he said to 
a_reporter, “that the proposals are 
absolutely right in regard to areas 
with .a density of traffic. 

“With electrification you can 
generate a speed of 30 miles an 
hour in 30 seconds, and this en- 
ables platforms to be cleared 
quickly and far more trains opora- 
ted on a section than is possible 
with steam. 

“But every day ‘improvements 
are being made in steam traction. 
An_enormous sum has been spent, 
and {s being spent, upon steam 
traction; and although electrifica- 
tion might show a saving in ex- 
penditure when opergted one hag 
to take into account the millions 
invested in steam. ‘The whole of 
that capital expenditure on steam 
lant could not possibly be serap- 
ped, . 


Road vy. Rail. 


“Another point of importance,” 
he continued, “is the position of 
rail] and rond competition, 

“The London and North-Enst- 
ern and the London, Midland and 
Scottish companies have just 
spent over a million on electrify- 
tng the Munchester, Altrincham 
and South Junction railway Hne, 
and we have there the most up- 
to-date system in the world... 

“What is going to happen? We 
have already been threatened by 
intensive rond competition by tho 
Manchester Corporation, who pro 
pose to put on road services at 
such fares as will probably jeo- 
pardise any udequate relurn of 
capital expenditure for the elec. 
trification. That is an cxample. 

“Therefore.” he said, “one can- 
not help asking, what  justifica: 
tion thore ix for spending over 
£300,000,000 when others may 
come in nnd take the best part.” 


THROUGH THE HEART 
-. OF DARKNESS. ~—

FRICA is now spanned from 
West to. East.: The Atlantic 

-and Indfan Oceans are joined 
by two strips of shining metals. It 
id a railway line surely the most 
romantic in the world, thrusting 
its way through mountain § gor- 
ges,. spanning huge rivers, 
poised above mighty fails and cata- 
racts, and shimmering across plaing 
where ‘little heaps of bleached bones, 
tell the tale of thirst and death. 
-The traveller of to-day can now 

survey this route from a seat in a 
restaurant car, with an excellently 
cooked dinner and a discriminating 
bottle of wine before him. Through 
the windows of the conch he’ can 
scan that trail through Darkest 
Africa where Stanley with his threa 
hundred bearers was near to starv-| 
ing only fifty years ago. 
- The railway begins from the 
sandy shores of a Ingoon where 
once slaved dhows hid from Britiah 
gunboats, A. mysterious Jagoon. 
Even Nature’ conspires to conceal 
it for five montha in the year with 
a veil of mist. Moreover, the 
steamer secking an entrance is con- 
fronted with a stretching sandspit 
almost enclosing the place and yet 
creating. the finest harbour on the 
West African const. 

Lobito.Bay. Thirty years ago 
the first European stepped ashore 
on that sandspit, a war correspon- 
dent who was investigating the 
horrors of the slave traffic. 

‘eo * 8 ‘ . 

To-day, British, German, and 
Portuguese liners steam in and 
anchor alongside the same sandspit, 
The place is transformed. Villas, 
hotels, and cven o cabaret and 
cinema have been conjured into 
being by the building of a railway 
by British enginecra: and British 
capital. Along the path which 
slaves once trailed are the steel rails 
Nnking ‘the two Portuguese colonies 
of Angola and Mozambique. 

1 found Lobito Bay one of the 
healthiest ports in Africa. A cold 
sea current from the Antarctic 
sweeps alongside the sandapit and 
keeps the port free from mosquitoes 
and many other curses of Africa, 
But instinctively the knowledgeable 
traveller in Africa sccks: the 
heights, and so I abandoned the 
hotel where one {8 persuaded by 
the hospitable Portuguese to too 
much cxracoa, and began the jour- 
ney by the Benguella Railway into 
the Heart of Darkness. ; 

The snorting Garratt engine stirs 
up a flock of flamingoes near the 
mud flats. A pink farewell to the 
sen, For a few miles the railway 
line is guarded by lonely sentinels 
of tall aloes, It is barely.more than 
ten years since the Portuguese au- 
thorities cleared up the skeletons 
and abandoned manacles_ which 
marked this slave road to the coast, 
With a shriek of triumph the en- 
gine reaches:the gorge of Catum- 
belle, a pleasant shady spot where 
the slaves from the interior had 
thelr -first glimpse of the Atlantic. 

There are nenrly 800 miles “of 
country to be traversed before the 
traveller crosses the Congo border. 
That.country is Africa at its most 
spectacular, F : 

There are the cultivated lowlands, 
then the mountains and the in- 
finitude of the highlands, then the 
gorges where rivers either tear 
along in rapids, or trickle with the 
forlorn appearance of the tropics. 
There is desert, known as “Tho

Thirstland,” and there {fe well- 
watored bush country where every 
variety of big gamo can ‘be seen. 

I doubt whother the Uganda Rail- 
way in its journey alongside the, 
gamo park near Nairobl can equal 
the spectacular effect -of the Ben- 
guella Railway on the highlands of 
Angola. Lions abound, man-eaters:, 
that have torrorised more than one 
village into flight. Big gamo has. 
been trekking for years from, the 
advancing civilisation of Rhodesia 
into the annetity -of unknown 
Angola,

When I firet - entered Angola 1 
made the acquaintance of mony of 
the engineers who had been engaged 
in this railway enterprise which had 
cost nbout fifteen millions and taken 
twenty-five years to complete.

VACUUM CLEANER IN CRIMINAL 
CASES. 


Science and new inventions are 
making the road of the profes- 
sional criminal increasingly dif- 
fieult, A novelty in this line, re- 
cently brought out in Sweden, 
woull undoubtedly have been of 
great use to Mr, Sherlock, Holmes, 
had he still been alive. THis Laat 
word in the fleld of criminological 
technique fs a “police vacuum 


cleaner,” jointly invented by Dr. |. 


H. Soederman of the Stockholm 
University, and Dr. J. Heuberger 
of the Electrolux Company, which 
absorbs and = preserves the dust 
and other particles attached to 
suspected objects or places, Dust 
as evidence in criminal cases has 
hitherto not played as important 
a part'as it should owing to the 
somewhat primitive methods used 
in gathering it up. The police 
previously as a rule placed the 
clothes in a paper bag which was 
beaten with a cane, while the 
pockets were brushed with a hard 
brush, but thia method was found 
to be far from reliable. 

The new vacyum cleaner, packed 
in a neat attache case, collects 
even the microscopic particles and 
aifts the dust through three mats | 
of different density.

’ Chan Hung-kwan, the manager of 
the Sze Yick -Company, Nathan 
Road, Mongkok, war summoned be~ 
fore Mr. Hamilton. at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 
for having on May 20 unlawfully 
exposed or had for sale benzino -to 
which a false trade destription was 
applied, 

The complininants, the Asiatic 
Petroloim Company, were repre- 
sented by Mr. Mossop, while Mr. 
M. A. da Silva apenred for the de- 
fence, ; 

Mr. R. ¥, Frost, Assistant in the 
Asiatic Petroleum Company, anid 
that one day in’ January last he 
called upon the defendant and told 
him that he was kelling ‘outside’ 
benzine, that fa benzine other than 
Standard ‘Oil, Texas or A. P. C, 
He suggested to the defendant that 
he wna putting this ‘outside’ benzine 
in' A.L.C. receptacles, The defen- 
dant mnde no denial, but promised 
that he would not do it In future, 

In March, the defendant called at 
his oMce, and asked if he could be- 
come one of their dealers, Ue was 
refused, beenuse they had renson to 
suspect that the defendant was still 
enrrying on with thia other benzine. 

On May 20 witness wag doing his 
rounds of all the dealers in Kow- 
loon, and called on the Sze Yicl: 
firm. In their storage spnee he 
found se vente en dyaums and six four 
gallon ‘new’ tina belonging to ‘the 
A.P.C., with Shell Oil Spirit written 
on them and the shell oil emblem 
which was a registered trade mark. 
The defendant was not present, but. 
he questioned a foki and was told 
that the benzine had been bought 
from the Shui’ Teang Yuen firm, 
which was a Hongkong firm import- 
ing kerosene and benzine. Witness 
went to fhe Mongkok police station, 
and returned with a Chinese de- 
tective. At his ‘request, the foki 
took them to the Shui Heung Yuen's 
godown, and there witness found 
fifty drums, whieh he thought con- 
fained benzine. 

On the following day, 
with, Sergeant Edwards and Mr. 
Parry. he again went to the Sze 
Yick firm and teok three samples 
from one of the drums, It was 
very rarely that the A.P.C, supplied 
drums other than ta the Govern- 
ment. He saw the defendant on a 
Jater date at his office, and in 
answer to his question, the defen- 
dant satd that the benzine found 
on his premises was nothing but 
Shell, which hg had got from the 
ee Shing Chan firm, one of the 

A.P.C, agents In Yaumati, He had 
got the benzine in drums. He also 
got some from the Ho Pun Tin 
store through their pump. 

Witness rubsequently visited the 
Sam Shing Chan and examined their 
books with regard to all sales to 
the Sze Yick firm. He found that 
a nuniber of tins had been supplied, 
and wso ten four gallon drums. He 
also went to the Ho Pun Tin store 
and lind n conversation with Mr. 
Wong. Te then. visited all the 
other dealers In Kowloon, hut found 
that no petrol had been sold te the 
Sze Yiek other than by the Sam 
Shing Chan or the Ha Pun Tin.
